CHAPTER I. 

WbcD B boy, my dreami were b 11 of the Weet end the plalna, 
tud u 1 Kto* older my chief ambition waa to “ go Went " and 
kill a buffalo. I had never been weet of Michigan, and 1 longed 
to tread the “ great plalna " which I had read abont, mount the 
“wild Indian pony,” cbaae the “ flying buffalo,” and at laat aee 
him tumble in hit ” headlong flight,” a “victim” to my “ unerring 
ulatoL” I read all the booka I conld get bold of that touched 
upon the lubject of buffaloea, and plalna bunting In general, but 
the trouble waa they were too old—they were the experience of 
■ome one who bad croaaed the plalna More the daya of the rall- 
roada, and what I wanted waa the information of the day. At 
lut I reached the atlcklng point, and In the Spring of 1874 I 
atarted Weat, leaving New York In April. I bad been adviaed to 
take the Kanaaa Faciflc railroad to Ellla or Hayea—but certain 
clrcumatancea cauaed me to take the Atchlaon, Topeka and Santa 
Fe, which at that time waa only flnlahed to Grenada, Col., a email 
place twelve milea from the Kanaaa atate line. Now I could write 
Mveral columna In regard to the atrange algbta at Grenada, dance 
huuvea, Mexican teamstera, gamblera, Texaa cow-boya, etc., but 
ai tbla la a bunting yam, I will try not to get too far from the 
lubject, but I muet relate one little anecdote, aimply to show the 
stale of affaire in the “burg.” 

The train from the Eaat one night brought In among the other 
paaaengera, two young cbapa, who. In the language of that 
country, would be denominated “ tender feet,” or “ pllgrlma.” 
What their object waa In coming to that country 1 can’t atate. 
On the night of their arrival the landlord of the hotel, the ma¬ 
jority of the gueata.and all the “ help ’’ went to a dance-houae for 
some fun, and came back about one o'clock In the morning 
“roaring drunk.” Among the “gueata” of the houae waa a 
youug man from Ohio, and be In aome way got Into trouble with 
one of the aervanta, who threatened to “ knife him,” whereupon 
Y. M. from Ohio commenced to yell mnrder,and Mveral other very 
"cheering” worda, which, owing to the atyle of the building,were 
eaally beard all over the houae, aa the hotel waa a regular “ move 
on ” atructure, built of unplaned lumber and not plaatered; It 
had followed the railroad, and where It atopped, there the houae 
slopped, and probably now la doing duty out near LeadvUle, 
or beyond. The “ rooma ” were only boxea, with aides 
abont seven feet high, with the cover left off; eo, even 
If eound was unable to pierce the thin partition, nothing 
prevented It from coming over the top. I was lying In 
bsd listening to the “racket’’and wondering If anyone wou'd 
get killed, but comforting myself with the thought “ If I keep 
still, they won't come for me,” when I heard a stir In the next 
room and a voice saying, “ Well, I can’t stand this. Let's get up 
and dress; we can't sleep here.” “ All right,” saye the other 
voice, “ let’a go down and And out when we can get out of this 
place.'' So up they got, dressed and went down. They routed 
up the chap who was acting clerk (for bis board), and inquired 
when the train left. “ Not 'till flve In the morning,” was the 
reply. “Thunder,” says one, “can’t wo leave before that I ” 
“Yea,” replied Mr. Clerk, “the stage goes at four.” “Which 
wayl'' (both at once.) “Oh, It la for the West, Pueblo.” 
"West I not much, we won't go a blasted mile farther west. We 
want to go east’’—and eaat they did go, for when I got up In 
the morning they had departed toward the “ rising sun.” 

Having made Inquiries at the hotel, I found out there were 
two buffalo hunters camped about a half mile from town, who 
might take me out, ao I bled myself to the camp and at once 
made my object known. They eyed me over and probably judg¬ 
ing that I waa not a “ twry bad man,’’ said they guessed they 
bad no objections; and right here let me atate I was very fortu¬ 
nate In my meeting with these men, as they were of a better 
class than Is usually found among profeaalonal buffalo bunten. 
One was a married man, and, had hla family, wife and three chil¬ 
dren,with him. They lived In awall tent when located, and In the 
wagon when moving. Before I found them they had been bunt¬ 
ing south on the Cimarron—and In the Indian Territory—but 
u Spring came on It became too warm and they had to come 
north. 

It took ua several days to get prepared for a start, and for the 
benellt of those who may wish to know aU about the business I 
will give partlcnlan of onr ” ontflt,” and this description will do 
for the majority of hooting parties of those daya. PIret came 
the wagon, which waa a Studebaker, with high sides, drawn by 
a large, powerful pair of horses; besides these two saddle ponies, 
for hunting, were taken. I also procured later a saddle pony. 
In the wagon waa packed a provision cheat, aounnnlUou box, 
small cavalry “A” tent, poles, etc. (This tent was a luxury not 
generally found). For supplies—we laid. In flour, beans, sugar, 
bacon, baking powder, coffee, tea, salt, pepper, dried peaches, 
and com for ths borass; besides, I bought ontdde the general 
stock, canned tomatoes, peaches, erackera, and a jug of whis¬ 
ky—(for snake bites). For arms—I bad a Sharp’s “sporting 
rifle,'* caliber 50, 70 grains of powder. A Colt’s 44 caliber, rim 
Are revolver and a huntl^ knife. The hunten b^ a 
Sharp’s 44 caliber, 70 grains, sporting rifle, double triggers, 
and a shot-gun for small nme. Cooking utensils—well—a 
Hntch oven for baking bread (the best thing a man can have for 
vamptog out), a frying-pan, coffee-pot, camp-kettle (need for 
bolting beans, meat, or our clothes, as the case might be), tin 
plates, cups, knivaa, ferka, spoons, and a tin-pan tor utility, 
make bread In It, wa^ In It, or use It In many other ns^ul ways. 
We were flttcd out like Princes, for I met hunters later, whose 
outllt consisted of nothing but flour, bacon and coffee. In the 
*ay of eatables, and—one tin pan, a coffee-pot, frying-pan, and 
a small paniken to drink out of; no knivea, no spoons, nothing. 
In fact, but the bare neceasarlea. For bedding we had blankets, 
* <inllt, and aome buffalo robaa—and let me Avlae any one con¬ 
templating any aneh trip, to taka. It possible, aa old quilt and a 
mbs. The latter s pr ead on the ground with ths quilt ovsr It 
makes a “ boas” b^ for a tired mao. 

We started Sunday morning, aa Jim Lucas (one of the bunt- 
*m—the other name waa Aidm Tail) had some regard tor Sun¬ 


day—considering it bis “ lucky day” for starting any new en¬ 
terprise. So, of conree, we must start Sunday. Crossing the 
Arkansas river by fording It, we headed onr team northward. 
The first day’s journey waa not a long one, as the horses were 
“ soft” having been doing nothing for some time. So after stop¬ 
ping for lunch at noon, we only drove five or six miles, until we 
struck tome small cotton-wood trees on the banks of what 
looked to me like a dry creek or river. Here we camped. While 
Vail attended to the horses, and Lucas built a fire, set the tent, 
etc., I took the shot-gun for a ramble. Walking op the dry 
bed of the stream, I found places with a little water In them, and 
further along 1 came to a small pool. Just at I reached It, out 
came two “ gray docks,” as they are called there. Soap went 
my right bar^—misrflre— but the left did not fall me, and 
down came one of the ducks, the other flying to another small 
pond farther on. I followed, and when he rose again I brought 
Mr. Drake back to “ his first love.” Gathering up my ducks, I 
started back, amusing myself by dropping several doves, there 
being any number of them In the cottonwood bushes. They 
were not very good eating, being strongly impregnated with the 
taste of the sage they had eaten. We ate our suppers, and were 
preparing for a snooxe, when we were startled by the tramping 
of some animals near us; rushing out, we saw quite a band of 
wild horses coming over a bill. Jim rushed for his gun and 
fired a shot or two at them, and off they went. He was afraid 
they would stampede our horses If they came too near. 

I slept well, considering It was my first night out, and was up 
early, got breakfast, fllled ourwater kegs, loaded the fragon,and we 
were off. We were now traveling over a range of country which 
lays between the Arkansas river on the South and the Republican 
on the North. For Miongb there are numerous small streams 
between, they are the main water-ways. This country a few 
years (three or four) before, bad been alive with buffaloes. It being 
the Summer feeding ground. The buffaloes originally were divided 
Into two herds—one known as the “ Southern herd,” the other 
the “ Northern.” Of course these herds were not compact but 
were scattered; still the hunters designated them in that way. 
As Spring opened, the Southern herd would come North across 
the Arkansas, and point for the head waters of the Republican, 
where they would feed In countless thousands. But the railroads 
came and made transportation to the East comparatively cheap, 
and the buffaloes were slaughtered for their hides; the carcasses 
being left to rot. Men made three, four aud live hundred dol¬ 
lars per month killing buffaloes. Is It any wonder they disap¬ 
peared! Fairly melted from the face of the earth) 

As we journeyed along we were met on all sides by proofs of 
the immense number of these animals that had formerly roamed 
these plains. Here were trails that some herd had followed 
when on the move; for when traveling they go In a certain sys¬ 
tem. Trails beaten Into the bard earth, twelve, fifteen, twenty 
Inches, not one alone, but dozens of them. Next we would pass 
some little hillock where some hunter bad got a “stand,” and 
within a circle of a hundred yards, you could count a hundred 
or more carcasses; plenty of bones, but no living buffaloes. 

We commenced to see antelopes, but they were wild, as It was 
near enough to the railroad fur them to be bunted by parties 
from Grenada. We tried some long shots twelve hundred and a 
thousand yards, but only succeeded In stirring up the dust near 
them and making them show us their “ white linen.” The next 
day, however, as we were jogging along, we saw a small lot of 
antelope ahead of us, and we condnded to try them. Jim and I 
got down from the wagon, and by taking advantage of the lay of 
the ground managed to walk within hdf a mile of the herd. 
Now we bad to crawl for it, for If they saw us 
they would soon be off. By dint of bard crawling, crouch¬ 
ing low and working from rise to rise of the ground, we 
got within two hundred yards or ao. We “ breathed ” quietly 
for a moment, so as to get our nerves steady, and to allow me to 
get rid of any symptoms of “buck fever,'* when we rose up 
and there sto^ five very pretty animals gazing at us. Jim took 
a doe and I a buck for a target, and both fired together. Away 
went the balance of the herd, but we bad all the meat we needed, 
so did not try to stop them. Vail soon drove up, and we put 
our two antelopes aboard and started on. 

The antelope Is a curious animal, and generally not easily 
hunted. If It la windy they are nsnally wild. They can only 
be approached by keeping their wind, for If they get a sniff of 
your “ wind,” you might aa well give up. And yet again yon 
may lay down and stick up your hat, gun, anything that looks 
queer, and they will come within a few yards to ascertain what 
Is up. If led by an old buck, he will keep the does and young 
bucks back, while he appoints himself a committee of one to In- 
veatigate.b'it be Is coming though curious—and If you don’t drop 
him os soon as be gets within range, yon may not get him at all— 
for gradually he will work round you, giving a snort every few 
moments, until be gets your mind, and then he Is off with the 
rest- Sometimes you wlU run on to them In the beat of the day, 
lying In some low swale In the prairie, and, the first you know, up 
they hop, like ao many big rabbits, and off like a flash. I have 
been lying down, waiting for my partner, and, not thinking of 
game, when I would be startled by a snort, and, looking up, 
would tee ao antelope gazing at me, and, to my credit be It said, 
I always let them go unharmed, for It waa no sport to kill them 
when we did not need meat 

In regard to antelope meat for food, there la as much diversity 
of opinion as there la about other gama For my part, I can say 
It Is good when a man Is hungry, but for a steady diet It would 
prove dry. The best dish In the way of antelope I ever ate was the 
boiled riba of a young one, and that was Immense—very tender, 
and as sweet meat as I ever tasted. 

Ten daya after storting. In the afternoon, we discovered a small 
town ahead of ua, which did not look to be more than a mile or 
two away, but which proved to be six or seven. The air being 
ao light and pure, distances are deceitful, or, rather, a person's 
Idea of the tame. We did not make the town that night, but 
camped In sight, on a email stream of water, and here I had a 
little experience In regard to plaint rivers. 

The small ttrea-n near which we camped was tbs Smoky Hill 
Fork of the Repob..cao; to-called, because there la at times a 
smoky appearance In the atmosphere In the region through which 


It runs. This small brook or creek was not over three or four 
feet wide, and aa Innocent a looking little thing aa one would 
wish to see, “ But a change came over the spirit of Its dream,” 
for at nine o'clock that night It commenced to rain, and by 
twelve the little brook bad swollen Into a raging torrent, one 
hundred feet or more wide, and roaring like a small Niagara. 
This, however. Is a common occurrence In that country, the land 
being of such a rolling nature that water gathers In the gulches 
and makes large streams, and If It don’t rain often, when It does 
It makes up for lost time. We were sleeping under the wagon 
that night, and It was not long before we were lying In a pud¬ 
dle of water, but we had to stand It, and a more uncomfortable 
set of mortals than we were would be bard to find. The next 
morning we rode Into the town, which we found to be Wallace 
on the Kansas Pacific, near Fort Wallace. At that time Wallace 
was quite a starting point for hunting parties, and was also 
an eating station on the railroad. I purchased a black riding 
pony here, rejoicing In the cognomen of Nig. Nig had been a 
cattle pony, and was used to hunting, so I waa very fortunate 
In securing him. 

From Wallace we journeyed northwest. Just after leaving the 
town we passed some men and boys catching prairie dogs. They 
had a wagon with a couple of barrels of water, and the tnodiu 
operand/ was to poor water Into the dog’s bole and drown him 
out. That Is about the only way to secure the little fellows, for 
they are very shy. You may shoot one, but the chances are he 
will live long enough to tumble out of sight Into his hole, unless, 
as It sometimes happens, you give him a dose when he Is out 
feeding at some little distance from home. ^ 

For the first two days after leaving Wallace, vie saw no buf¬ 
faloes, but plenty of antelopes, also saw sev^ badgers, and 
snakes of all kinds were numerous. Some day^ without going 
out of onr way, we would kill three and four rattlesnakes. At 
first I was a little afraid of the rattlers, but we saw so many I 
became accnstoined to them and would tackle them with a very 
short stick. 

On the third day out we saw our first buffaloes. They were 
about three miles away, but with the glass could make them out 
plainly. Lucus thought It hardly worth while to try for them, as 
It was late In the afternoon, and we had to find water for onr 
night camp. Jim and I stirted on ahead, leaving Vail to follow 
slowly with the wagon and ponies. We looked on all sides for 
signs of water, but the prospect waa poor. Water and fuel are 
the two great things that a person feels the need of on the plains. 
For fuel, buffalo “ chips ” are used when you can get them, and 
they make, when thoroughly dry, a good hot fire, and not, as 
some may suppose, a disagreeable one. We used to carry a bag 
In the wagon, and while traveling along during the day, would 
gather a bag full, so we would be sure of supper. But water we 
could not carry so well. Our kegs would hold enough for us, 
but the poor horses would suffer, so water we must have at night. 
Jim and I at last struck a sand draw that looked as If once upon 
a time there bad been water there, but now,—why, you might 
as well dig for water In a “ hay-stack,” that Is judging from ap¬ 
pearances, but appearances are deceitful sometimes, and so It 
proved In this case. Lucus gave up trying, and moving on, left 
me. I thought the land looked lower a short way from me, so 
going there, I dropped on my knees In the sand and commenced 
to scrape a hole with my hands. Down I went In the yielding 
sand, and at last, when I was at the lowest point I could reach 
with my arm, I was rewarded by a handful of moist sand. That 
was enough. There was water there, all we had to do was to dig 
for It, ao springing up on the bank, I walked signal for Vail 
who soon drove up, and taking the shovel, we soon had a large 
hole about six feet deep, which gradually began to fill with 
water. 

Before I leave this subject of water, I want to state a few curi¬ 
ous facts In regard to the plain’s rivers and streams. They have 
a very peculiar way of appearing and disappearing. Even as 
large streams aa the Platte and Republican will nearly disappear. 
I have seen the south fork of the Republican at night with a 
body of water two feet deep and fifty yards wide, and the next 
morning yon could walk with dry feet across It Then In a few 
days the water comes again. Whenever you strike these streams 
on the plains d/ff and you will have water, and where you can 
get a pint of water there Is more where that came from. 

The next afternoon as we were riding along, Vail called my 
attention to some objects which we conld only see with the naked 
eye, without being able to tell what they were. The glass was 
brought forward, and we could just make out something looking 
like men or horses. Now the question was, Wild horses, buffaloes, 
Indians, or what! We were not long kept In suspense, for the 
objects were coming for us, and each moment brought them 
nearer; at last we could distinguish a wagon drawn by two 
horses, a man driving and one walking. We turned toward them, 
and were after some little time together. One of the men 
approached, and a rough looking specimen be was; no bat, an 
old pair of ragged pants, a shirt open In front, and a pair of low 
cowhide shoes, was the sum total of his garments; long beard, 
matted hair, and a skin that looked like leather from exposure 
and dirt. After exchanging a few words, the man Informed ns 
that be and hla partner were lost. They were buffalo hooters 
and hod a camp somewhere In that region, but they bad not seen 
It for three days. In the meantime they had been existing on 
buffalo “ straight," and It was getting a little monotonous; could 
we let them have something to eat Of course we could, and out 
came bread and bacon, and It made me smile to see them go for 
It; bow little did I think I would soon be In just the fix they were 
In. As there waa a small bole, fllled with water from the last 
rain, near us, we concluded to camp, and It was not long before 
we all were pdhlsblng hot bread, coffee and some buffalo hump; 
the latter contributed by our new found friends. Our lost hunt¬ 
ers Informed ns that now they were sure they could find their 
camp, and If we would go with them they would let us share the 
benefits of a spring of water they had discovered, and that near 
them tbe bnffalo were ranging thickly. That was what we 
wanted, so It was settled that tbe next morning we should start 
early. At daylight the following morning we were all stirring, 
and toon bad breakfast dispatched, tbe wagon loaded and were 
off. 
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Aboat ten o'clock 1 wu Hdlog Ahead of the wagou and Joat 
mouDUog a email htll, when looking OTer the top I eaw a ilgtai 
which made me turn quickly and back to the teams on the jump. 
Yea, there they were, a herd of at least two hundred buffalo, 
moTiog along about two miles away. They were e?ldeotly bound 
North, and it behooved us to get after them as soon as possible, 
for a stem chase la a long chase." 8o only stopping to fill our 
belts with shells, but not to eat anything, Jim, one of our new 
friends and myself started. Jim and I had ponies but the 
other hunter bsd not, so we had to go alow to enable him to keep 
up. After going about a mile he concluded be would go back 
to the wagons, as It would not be possible for us to catch up with 
the herd at the gait we were going, for they were out of sight 
then. 3o giTiog us as near as he was able the direction that he 
thought the lost camp lay, and telling us to meet them there, be 
left us. Jim and I started our ponies at a lively gall, and in 
about a half hour caugbt sight of the buffaloes sgsio, still going 
Well,” said Jlm,^ If they keep on this way we might as well 
give up, for we can’t get wltblo range.”

We have expet'tca to find 
tbe leatllng sporting Journals of L<>uduQ notice tbe facts to which I call 
yonr attention, but MS yet only an obscure Newmarket corrcf>pondeot 
nashadthe taimess to express the general opinion and cunvlctlous. 
Instead of congratulating Mr. LorillarU and Mr. Keene upon their eU' 
terprise in bringing their horses, at immense expense, to England, you 
should warn them to leave the animals at home, as there will never be 
a ghost of a chance for them.

CIcsu 
kennel with boiling water, give fresh litter twice a week, aud trace oui 
the origin of the fleas If tM>sslble,and exterminate Ihem by some vigorous 
means.

"Pickerel.” 

“ All pickerel!" 

“Tea." 

“ I see two different fish here.” 

" Can’t help It; they’re pickerel.” 

“ A." laid four large fish of four to tlx pounds together, whose 
gray side* were tpluhed with oval white spots, and a smaller one 
of two pounds’ weight wbou yellowith side* were overlaid with a 
moderately regular black net-work, and called bis attention to 
the differences. "Thisone,’’ said he, "may well be called a pick¬ 
erel, but, M we want to distinguish our fishes, tbe other four 
are lake pike, or pike without tbe prefix.” 

"X.” bad been llsteniog patiently, and being appealed to for 
support of A.’* proposition*, tald: “ That Is very true, and now, 
Tom, come here and take a first lesson In Ichthyology. What 
" A.’’ bu said it true u far u It goes, and It goes u far u that 
superficial oburver, the ordinary angler usually does; but these 
colors vary; that yellowish cast changes to green In some waters 
and those white spots are not always pltln. If you will look at 
this smaller fish with tbe bluk net-work on Ita tides, you will 
notice that Ita cheek and opercle, or gill-cover, are both covered 
with scales. The fish It called Eoia rtUeulaltu the first, or 
generic, name being the old Latin name for pike and the specific 
one from reticule, a net. Theu larger fish with the white spots 
have scales on the cheek, but nore on the lower part of the 
opercle; they are the “ ptke” of Europe, Skx Iwelut, from tux, 
light, the same root u lucid, probably from their quick llub 
when Mixing their prey. But never mind to much about the 
scientific names; they will come right afterward, first gat a clear 
Idea of the things themMlves, to that you understand t^t the two 
fish are really as different u a trout and a ulmon.” 

Tom gave In that they were distinct, " when you come to look 
at them; but wbo'd ever think to look to see if a fish had scales 
on bis cheek or not!” 

“You will,” answered Jack, “and I must confeee that I have 
got Interested In thie fish question, and would like to know how 
many kinds there are In tbe lake. Q^To-morrow we will try them 
again, and now I propose that we light our pipes and get out the 
chess boardr.” 

And so tbe evening was put In until It was time for tired legs, 
that had been Innocent of skates for many years, to stretch under 
tbe blankets, and as the fishing which followed required other 
days, we will take other ebsriters to tell It In. 

(ilameness of the Pickerel (£n>z). 

I have asked myself the question often which I enjoy the most, 
bunting or fishing, aud have come to the conclusion that I am 
unable to answer tbe question definitely. If I am shooting I 
would not change for flying as long as there was a chance of get¬ 
ting a good shot, or If It Is fishing, and there Is a proepect of their 
biting, I would stay with tbe fish all day. I well remember my 
first catch, a horned dace on a beaded pin for a hook, a twig for 
a rod, and piece of string for a line, and I am sure the event gave 
me as much satisfaction m any fish I have ever taken since, for 
I can remember It as well as If but yesterday, although many 
years have passed since then. I have filled my creel with 
speckled trout, and tbe occasion has passed from my memory 
until reminded by some friend who perhaps mentions the fine 
time we bad on such or such a trip; but that one big horned 
dace often looms up In my memory like a whale, and I took it 
for one when I landed It on the bank of the creek. 

They say fishing is luck I I have put in many a day fishing, 
and I OMure you, like hunting. It Is not luck alone; It Is necessary 
for a successful sportsman to have brains, and he mutt use them 
too; I doubt though If head-work alone, without experience, 
would be a success, as one must know the habits of tbe object of 
his pursuit, the kind of water, whether a stream, a pond, or lake, 
whether deep nr shallow, swift or still water; If a stream, the 
time of year, kind of day and weather. I uhall not attempt to tell 
how to fish all of tbe above for the different kinds, even It all 
fish were supposed to Inhabit such waters. I merely propose to 
describe fishing for the great northern pickerel {Xitoz lueiut). 

Give me an eighteen or twenty foot rod, with just the right 
spring or elasticity to It, a reel that will hold fifty or seventy-five 
feet of good braided linen line, a half doun Buel’t or Thompson’s 
books, a gaff, a warm cloudy day lo tbe latter part of June, or 
first of Jidy, or In the Fall when the first frosts make their ap¬ 
pearance; let me chooM some of the many northern lakes or 
poods, and If I don’t show you sport, then I will take back all I 
have sold, and own up that fishing Is all luck. 

In tbe Fall of '78 I paid a visit to tome friends In Genesee 
Co., Mich., and enjoyed hunting the raffed grouM and squirrels: 
and taking black bass and pickerel from tbe many little lakes. 
The time passed swiftly and my rambles led me to tbe little town 
of Howburg, on the Sbiswassa, where wood-ducks and partridges 
were quite plenty; besides tbe large pond, formed by damming 
tbe stream and Hooding many acres, struck me at just tbe place 
for tome capital sport with rod tod line. My friend John telng 
busy with the labors of his farm, I agreed to try tbe fish alone 
and If successful John would go along next day and paddle tbe 
boat; tbe day was just right, being doudy, with a light breexe 
from the southwest; a walk of Ism than a mile from my friend’s 
bouM bronght me to tbe lower end of tbe pond where the aur- 
plua water patted through a waste weir under a bridge, below 
which was a fine deep pool, and another large pool between the 
grist-mill and theaaw-mlll. I fastened my reel to my rod firmly, 
ran tbe line through tbe guides, looped the end, overhsnled my 
books, a collection of BusH’il and Thompeon’t spinning fiy-bslts 
and Mlected a medium site (No. 3), touched up the points with 
a small file, attached It to tbe loop at the end of tbe line, made 
my gaff-hook fMt In the socket of the handle, stepped out on 
the bridge, ran off about forty feet of line and began casting. 
After being mtlsfied that my book worked well and everything 
was light I mode a long cast to tbe lower end of the pool, draw¬ 
ing slowly to let the brok Nttle well down In the deep eddy. I 
could feel tbe spinning of the book, knowing by experience Just 
tbe right motion to give IL At the hook Mttled well down there 
was a heavy tug; a quick sharp jerk of the rod, and I had blm 
fMt First there wm a ruth for an old sunken log, tbe line cat¬ 
ting through tbe water with a sharp btos, but by a bard, gradual 
pull, the fish WM guided away from tbe snag; then there wm a 
ruth down stream, but by slowly *Mlng off more line, he wm 
turned head up again; all the old tricks were tried, aneb m 
jumping out of the water, sulking lo the bottom, trying to get 
under tome old log and running up and down stream. I Anally 
coaxed him lo be led near enough to tbe bank to that I could 
slip the gaff under him with the point upward when with a quick 
th^ pull I landed blm safe on Um bank, where be proved to be 
a Mveo-pouad ptokerel, tbe many Urge oblong spots and widely- 
distended toll and fin* making him look grand. After examin¬ 
ing my hook and making oue of the points sharp again that had 
bM turned np a IttUa by the hard, hMj month of the Bah, get¬ 
ting my Hoe all light ogiMn and l^ag a momenta rest, I com- 
menoed easting lo other ports of the p^, and In drawing along 
below a deep sunken log there wm asecoad rush, a Bath of fins 


and a tug again, then another fight similar to the first which re¬ 
sulted in landing another six-and-a-half-pound fish of a lighter 
color, no doubt tbe female companion of tbe first, and thinking 
the pool bad been disturbed too much to expect another rUe I 
went over to tbe upper end of tbe large pool between the mlUs 
and succeeded In landing two more pickerel, one of nine and one 
of three pounds, also three large-mouthed black boas, by which 
time Mveral farmers who bad come to tbe mill to have a grist 
ground, and tome of the cltisena had collected to see the sport, 
and jronder at the new fsngled mode of taking fish which they 
could only secure with tbe spear and jack lo the bow of a boat 
at night, or were fortunate enough to get with a minnow. By 
tbe time I had taken another lar^ pickerel from tbe lake above 
the weir, they were crowding around so close that It wm difficult 
to make a cMt, to I did up my tackle, cut a forked twig, strung 
my captures, and arrived at John’s In time (or tapper. But 
didn’t John’s eye* “ bug out” at tight of the fish! He Hid “that 
clover seed may go (or to-morrow, rain or not, I’m going 
to see how you do that, old boy.” "All right,” said I, " I’ll show 
you more fun than you ever bad In one day. If the weather Is 
favorable.” 

John WM at the store, near the mllU, that evening, getting 
a supply of tobacco, and tbe main topic wm a fellow from 
the EMt that day, "who had just snatched tbe fish out, below the 
mUls, with some new kind of fixing be bad on bis line:’’ besides, 
he b^ “a little wheel on bis poles full of line, and be could throw 
It half way across tbe pood,” which wm nearly half a mile wide. 
They concluded If they got any more fish (rum that pond they 
must go and spear them that very night. I learned next day 
that idler fishing most all night, they bad only secured one flab. 

Tbe next morning, the farm chores were all finished, an early 
breakfMt swallowed, and we were off to the pond with a neighbor 
who agreed to carry all that wm taken, an undei taking be could 
not fulfill, though be wm a large, strong man. Tbe day was m 
propitious M the one previous, a little darker, perhaps, m tbe 
clouds bad thickened up sod threatened a drizzling rain. Two 
fine pickerel were secured by CMtIng from tbe bank, while John 
WM getting the boat cleared of tbe night before’s rubbish of 
hickory bark, etc., used by the spearing party, in fishing tbe 
channel, which wm perhaps twenty feet deep, an old monster of 
a pickerel was struck, which, before be wm Micured, dlHbled the 
rod so that It needed repairs, and before noon the heavy strains 
and tugging of the many heavy fish dlHbled It entirely. We bad 
got enough fish for tbe neighbors and ourselves, all that us three 
could tote, besides fun enough to iMt a good while. I am sure I 
never tMted better fish In my life than the great northern 
pickerel of the spring waters of Michigan, and many a day’s eport 
I had In the same lake, with Glen to paddle tbe but while I CMt 
In all directions from tbe bow. I can now see those huge Jaws 
coming up from tbe dark clear water, wide open, tbe thick set 
teeth and the eye glistening h they rush after tbe bright, spin¬ 
ning, silvered and feathered hook. I once took from theMendon 
ponds, Monroe Co., N. Y., a pickerel weighing twenty-four 
pounds, which gave two of us about all we could do to safely 
land Id the boat, and an elght-and-a-fourth-pound black btH 
from Log Pond, Livingston Co., N, Y., towed myself and boat a 
lively gait, at one time, but wm finally secured. How large 
these pickerel grow Is hard to tell, (or I have bad them get away 
with a good share of my tackle, and If anyone can find a fish more 
gamy than they are lo Black Creek, N. Y , or any spring water 
that I have fished In New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio or Michigan, 
I don’t know where they can be found, always excepting tbe 
muscalonge of tbe North, or tbe salmon. Kinopisusk. 

My Firiit Salmon. 

One fine Spring morning In the month of April saw me trudg¬ 
ing, with a creel over my shoulder, up to the station to catch a 
train which would take me a few miles up the river Tweed to the 
small village of C —m. Before starting I bad taken good care to 
supply myself with sundry creature comforts to tbe form of a 
slight lunch (not forgetting tbe fisherman), which wm carefully 
packed in my creel. On arriving at tbe sutlon I found I had 
some ten minutes to wait, so I entered into conveieatlon with 
tbe sUtlon-mMter, who is accounted a very sncceuful trout 
angler. 

“ Nice fishing morning, Mr. Donnes,” said I. 

“ Yes, sir," be answered, “ but I am afraid tbe sun will come 
out rather too bright toward tbe middle of the day.” 

“ Oh 1 I hope not, m I should like to have a good day’s 
sport.” 

“ Well, sir. If anyone catches them to-day you ought, m you 
are going to one of the best fishings on the Tweed; but here Is 
your train, sir, and I hope you will have good sport." 

So Hying bo showed me into a carriage, and In a short time I 
arrived at my destination. I still, however, had about a mile to 
walk before I reached the banka of "bounie Tweed.” I soon 
passed over this dlsUnce, m eagerneM to commence lent wings 
to my feet, and a short way from the water I found the fisher¬ 
man waiting for me. 

“Good morning. Tommy,” said I. 

" Onde morning, sir.” 

"Well, what do you think of tbe day!” 

” I’m thinking tbe day wll dae vara weel. If the bit wind will 
keep up; but let’s get started at once.” 

So uylng he led the way down to the boat, which wm moored 
a few yards off. Tbe river at this part presents to tbe eye a very 
striking bit of scenery. A few yards above where we were stand¬ 
ing tbe water runt quite slowly, but there It suddenly toku a 
turn, swirling In under a lofty bank which towers above it, and 
ruthu over three big stones, giving to this cMt the name of tbe 
“ Thru Stones. ” But to return from tbla dlgreHlon. I stepped 
Into the boat, and, taking out my fly book, I Hid, " What fly 
shall I try first, Tommy! ” 

“ WmI, I thinks'Jock Scot’will dae M weel M ony, but 
mind It Is a sma* ane, sir.” 

“So, I'xiking through my book, I found there wm one of the 
rcqulr^ size. It wm soon soaked and looped on to the CMtlng 
line. 

I’m no coming Into the boat, M 
the stream’s sae heavy, but I’ll just tow, sir.” 

So Hying, be shoved the boat Into the middle of the stream, 
and I at onu commenced. It wm no use, however; I fished all 
down this likely looking CMt without teeing a fin. 

“I am afraid we are going to hive bad luck to-day,” uid I, 
on coming to land. 

" Ob, but It’s early yet, sir. Sae we’ll just gte her anither fiu 
down.” 

“Wall, what Is It to be!” 

" Let me see your flu book a minute, till I see what anes 
ye’ve gotten. Here’s a Qreenwell. I’m thinking It’ll du u gude 
H ony." 

So Oreenwell wm soon slipped on, and I began again at the 
head of tbe pool. Before I bad bad ray line In the water two 
minutes I felt It tighten. Whirr went tbe reel and away went the 
fish. I Immediately heard Tommy’s triumphant voice behind me, 
cryl«i 

" Tou’vt gotten him a bod the noo, and a big ane he Is. Diana 
hod him SM tight; gte him time, m the gut’s thin I ” 

So, complying with hit directions, I let the line run. 1 toon 
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Feb. 28, 1880.

About tbe year 1873 aeveral gentlemen intereated In tbe breed¬ 
ing and exhibiting of thla claaa of dog banded together with the 
object of founding the preaent Maatifl Club. The principal aim 
of thla society waa the Improvement of the breed up to a atand- 
ardof excellence agreed upon by the membera, and abow commit¬ 
tees were to be Invited to co-operate with the club In their en- 
deavora to beneOt tbe mastiff according to their ability. Unfor¬ 
tunately considerable dlasatla- 

I faction waa caused by some 

most arbitrary rules, one of 
wbich waa to tbe effect that the 
members pledged themeelves to 
exhibit at no dog show where 
others than members of the 
.Mastiff Club officiated as judges 
of this variety. Tbe result of 
this suicidal policy was an utter 
lack of support from breeders, 
and tbe exhibition held under 
their auspices in connection 
with the Northampton show of 
1876, was only productive of 
four entries; an almost similar 
fiatco occurring at Bristol in 
the Autumn of 1877. Great ex¬ 
ception has also been taken 
to the appearance of several 
dogs wbich had been exhibited 
by certain of tbe members; and 
though we are not able to etate 
positively what is the exact 
standard aimed at by tbe club, 
we are, from the specimens 
shown by them. In a position to 
form an opinion concerning 
their type, which Is not at all 
In harmony with that held by 
the members of tbe Mastiff 
Club. 

Before leaving tbe subject ot 
famous mastiff exhibitors. It 
might be aa well to add the 
namea of some of thoee best 
known dogs from whom our 
future champions are destined 
to spring, and who themselves 
have been the heroes ot many 
ahard fought light. Amongst 
them may be named Governor, 


thU wore the ease, by selecting aoltoble apeelmena to breed f roin 
they had It In their power to prodaoe a largo-framed loud-voiced 
dog. apeelMly adapts for the gnardlanahlp of dwelUnga, or a 
smaller animal soltable In evary degree for halting balls, a ose to 
which the larger variety eoald hardly be put on account of hla 
great alas. 

There are not wanting others who, with a show of justice, 
contend that the now almost extinct Irish ajolfhound—a dog 
combining something of tbe appearance of the maatifl with that 
of the rough greyboand—waa the orlgtaal dog sought after by the 
Romans, and whose prowess was sang of by their poets. Leaving 
thla point, however, aa one Incapable of solatlon, we shall here 
aaeame that tbe bulldog and mastiff had much of common pater¬ 
nity. If they did not diverge from one common ancestor; the 
masUS being the larger and coarser variety, and the bulldog the 
sturdier, leaser, and more active; and both admirably salted for

According to many eminent breeders of mastiffs with whoip 
we have had conversation, the Lyme Hall breed Is considered the 
purest and most valuable strain of blood In the kingdom; but 
owing to the jealousy with which It has always been guarded by 
tbe Legh family, to which It belongs, the general public have 
been unable to judge ot Ita merits by either personal observation 
or Inexperience. We ourselves are of the opinion that the value 
of the atrain must be considerably leas than It Is usually esti¬ 
mated at, since tbe breed must have greatly deteriorated by In- 
breeding. Nothing, however, could be more remote from our 
object than any wish to cast a slur on the Lyme Hall breed. 
Judiciously crossed with dogs of other strains, this blood has 
very frequently been the means of resuscitating a falling line, and 
baa largely contributed toward the existence of the splendid ani¬ 
mal now accepted as tbe boau ideal of the English mastiff. The 
sire of Mr. Lukey’s Governor was of Lyme Hall origin; and such 
dogs aa Mr. Banbury’s Rajah and Prince, BUI George's Tiger, Mr. 


the founders of Calus College, 

Cambridge) In his book pub¬ 
lished about A. D. 1570, de¬ 
scribes hut one dog which c.'.o In 
any degree be made to resemble 
either the mastiff or the bull¬ 
dog. This he alludes to under 
the name of Hastlve or Ban- 
diigge, and a portion of hla de¬ 
scription Is as follows: “An 
huge dogge, stubborne, eager, 
hurtbenous of body, and there¬ 
fore of but little swiftness, ter¬ 
rible and fearful to behold, and 
more fearse and fell than any 
Arcidlan cur.” This descrip¬ 
tion, IndcHnite as It Is, would 
seem to apply almost as well to 
the bulldog as to the mastiff; 
dnt, on account of direct allu¬ 
sion being made to “ Arcbadlen 
enrree," which must be taken as 
referring to tbe molossus or raas- 
UII of Edmund de Langley, 
whose work Is made use uf most 
freely by Calus; and, secondly, 
from the description he gives of 
the animal's character, and tbe 
remarks be makes a little fur¬ 
ther on concerning the crea¬ 
tures one of them bad been 
known to overcome In single 
combat lor the especial edlffca- 
tlon of the “ Frencbe king.’’ 

But still, from tbe fact of no 
wparate allusion having been 
made by Calus to another va¬ 
riety nf tbe dog which In any 
way resembled tbe one In ques¬ 
tion, we are driven back upon 
the supposition that about this 
period tbe distinction between 
the molossus and the alaunt, or 
the (.'onfs moloenu and tbe Cants 
sngllau, had nearly died out, 
probably from carelessness In 
the brewing of tbe two varieties, and that tbe breeds were ao 
nearly amalgamated as to be with dlfflculty separated, a task 
which Dr. Cains does not appear to have attempted. 

With the view of giving oar readers an Idea of what a real mo- 
lossus was like In appearance, we copy, In ffgnrea 34 and 36, two 
representations from an lllusitrated work In tbe Britfab Moaeum, 
entitled “ leones Animalium," by J. F. RIedeL It cannot be said 
on behalf of these llluatratlona that they In aome points much 
resembled a modern nuatiff, nor were they possibly Intended to 
lie more than a rough outline of what the moloasua waa In days 
gone by. There are, however, many cbarscteiiatlca of tbe maa- 
bff In thla moloaaas, and dogs of this variety were undoubtedly 
ihe progenitors of oar modern mastiff. 

Aasoming, therefore, that there la some foundation for this 
^Iteory, la It not most probable that persona finding themselves In 
Pfeeesslon of a huge dog gifted with the savage disposition de- 
■erlbed by Dr. Calus should be desirous of Improving him Into ao 
animal a lltUs mors doaervlng of their attantlon and actesmi If 
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Wallace’s Turk, and Mrs. Rawltnaon’a coanteaa, have the same 
blood flowing In their veins. It must, however, bo added that 
Innumerable disputes have from time to time occurred between 
various breeders concerning certain specimens of tbe mastiff who 
are credited by their owners with Lyme Hall blood; and It Is 
patent to the most casual observer that many of the dogs which 
appear at shows aslayingclalm to tbe above pedigree moat either 
be entered wrongly by their masters, or else bo very Imperfect 
specimens ot the famous Legh strain. 

The famous Turk, just alluded to, was undoubtedly the cham¬ 
pion of bis day; and the hlgheel-prlced dog ever exhibited deserves 
more than a paaalng notice in this work. Five bandred pounds 
waa tbe enormous sum paid for him In tbe earlier part of hla 
career; and as his pedigree Inclndes tba names of many of tbe 
most famoas maatlffa produced, we give It at length as a valuable 
reference for Intending mastiff bre^rs. We also give an lllue- 
tratlon, the drawing for which waa made In 18T4, when the dog 
waa seven yean old>

better. They then look tbrongli 
the prize llattodlacover thed^ 
that baa won the gmateat num 
ber of priaea; and In due courae, 
without ever conalderlug wheth¬ 
er they am likely to ault one 
another or not, aend their bitch 
to tble dog, and then anxlouil; 
await tbe arrival of future 
cbamplona. Such a plan, I 
need acarcely aay, can but lead 
to diaappointmeut ninety-nine 
Umee out of a hundred. Al- 
though there may be a litter ot 
pnpplea, they* will. In all prob¬ 
ability, not repay the coat and 
trouble of rearing them. Good 
bitebea are at all timea acarce, 
and are not to be had for a 
mere trifle, although, of couree, 
occaalonally bargalna are to he 
met with In theae aa In every¬ 
thing elae; but It abould be 
remembesred that low-priced at- 
tlcleaare frequently the deareat 
In the end. 

“ In Delecting a bltcli, partic¬ 
ular attention ahould be paid to 
her breeding; tbe pedigree 
abould be acanned carefully, to 
make aure ahe la well bred not 
only on tbe alre'a but aleo ot 
the dam'a aide, and that their

Editob Cnioaoo Fibld:—I n your laat laaae Mr. Bargee, 
“ Compiler of Stud Book,*' cornea to tbe defenae of hla work. In 
replj to mj letter of a few weeka ago condemning It 
1 bare never believed that “ tbe publication committee had 
any Intentlno of Ignoring tbe natlvea or refaalng them recognt 
tlon,” bat I deair^ to know whether or not tbe pabllcallon com- 
nilttee or any member of the club could or would ondertake to 
defend tbe mlaerable piece of work that Mr. Burgee baa com¬ 
piled and calla a atud book. 

When Mr. Burgee waa appointed compiler I waa a member of 
tbe clnb, end It waa auppo^ that a book would be be produced 
which would be national In character and eoope, and would be a 
^ulde to aportamen and breedera throughout two contlnenta. 
Instead of tbe delusion and snare that It now la. I bave no beat- 
tatlon In expreasing the opinion that this flrat volume of the stad 
book. Instead of subserving the original purpose of Ita projectors, 
and the desire of B|K>rtsmen of Amerii^ la an abortion, and a 
misfortune to all who bave or may be Induced to relv upon It; a 
monument either of Indolence or Incapacity opon tbe part of Ita 
compiler, and a reproach to the club who bave published IL 
What are the purposes of a stud booki They are two-fold. 
One Is the preservation of pedigrees for present use and future 
reference, and another la to serve as a guide to breeders and own¬ 
ers of stock. 

As a guide to breeders let me Illustrate. Suppose a gentleman 
owning a thoroughbred Irish bitch desires to breed and to breed 
straight or without departure from pare Irish blood. He learns 
of and admires the splendid performances of Joe Jr., and con 
suiting Mr. Barges'*'compilation,” be Hods Joe Jr. among the 
red Irish, and relying, as be has a right to do and ought, 
upon a “ National ” stud book, he sends his bitch to Joe Jr. 
What reply has Mr. Burges to this! Is not tbe owner of the bitch 
deceived and deluded by thlscompllatlonl 
Suppose tbe owner of a pure Qordon breeds to Dick upon tbe 
strength of the stud book, Is be not deceived I 
Mr. Burges says that “every dog entered there was placed In 
the class his pedigree entitled him to.” This Is not true. If 
plain speaking be harshness, then I am harsh, but this 
sUtement Is simply not true, and If Mr. Barges believes bis own 
statement,then his Incapacity for the work be attempted becomes 
more apparent. 

I assert that there Is nothing In my Dick's pedigree or In any 
authentic Information that Mr. Burges may have received con¬ 
cerning him that In any degree Justiflee bis classIBcatlon as a 
Gordon. I presume the same Is true of Joe Jr. I do not believe 
that Mr. Campbell,lf he were to exhibit Joe Jr. at a banch show, 
would class him among the Irish, but would among tbe natives 
where be belongs. If Joe Jr. were exhibited as an Irish dog Mr. 
Burges well knows he could not win In that class If protested 
against. 

One of tbe objects of the club publishing tbe stud book as re¬ 
cited upon one of Its Introductory pages, and the very Srst one 
mentioned, la as follows; “To promote, encourage and Improve 
the breeding of a superior class of dogs,” etc. Will Mr. Burges 
please Indicate bow his stud book does thisi 
I doubt If there be a page of this book without one or more 
errors npon It 

Let me quote Burgee, author. In 1876, against Burges, com¬ 
piler, in 1879. In 1878 Mr. Burges, for reputation and money I 
suppose, published tbe “ American Kennel and Sporting Kleld," 
and as author “ complied ” some pedigrees. He then cIsMlfied 
them as English, Irish, Oonlon and nalint setters. Chapter nine 
of this book, pertaining to English setter pedigrees, opens thus: 
"Under this bead I have Included only imported dogs, and those 
whoso parents on both sides have been Imported. There are 
many other fine animals claiming this blood, but as they have 
been bred here for a long time, and as In most cases tbe proof 
of trans-Allanttc origin Is obscure, I have deemetl it more appro¬ 
priate to place all eiteh doge in the etaee of native eettert." 

Now when did Mr. Burges’ sense of the propriety of classifica¬ 
tion change! 

In tbe stud book the Imported dogs down to the latest are 
thrown In promiscuously with such natives as those of tbe vete¬ 
ran Ethan Allen, who has bred natives from native stock (or 
forty years. The per cent, of misplacements on tbe several 
classifications of tbe book are simply shocking, and If any one 
will look over the classes and find the dogs be knows of he can 
determine (or himself. 

Another query, Mr. Burges. You have given us two genera¬ 
tions In tbe p' dlgrees, and stopped. Is this good work, and work 
that, as author or compiler, you are proud of! In ten years from 
now of what value will this book be In the tracing of pedigreeel 
One more as to quantity. In your book “ American Kennel 
and Sporting Field” are a large number of complied pedigrees, 
which It Is (air to assume you properly authenticated before pub¬ 
lishing. Why are they not Incorporated In the stud book, and 
so made valuable for reference, and thus give the latter work at 
least respectable proportions! 

It would take tbe larger partof an Issue of the Chicaoo Fiblu 
to Imllcate and characterise the Inefflclency, errors and palpable 
blunders In this Volumel. of tbe stud book, and I do not care to go 
on, but enough appears, I believe, to show to tbe S(>orUmen of 
America that we have yet no stud book, and are even worse for 
this unwholesome Inheritance that Mr. Burgea, “ compiler,” has 
left os. 

For myself, the mote I examine the work, tbe more Indignant 
snd disgaated do I become, believing and knowing as I do that 
It was the dealre of the N. A. K. C. that a work worthy the club 
and the class Interested In It should be Imued. 

Mr. Burges’sneer at nondescript dogs Is lnbadtaste,and shows, 
■Ike the rest of his work, bis literary defirlendeo. 

A nondescript Is defined to be “ a thing not yet described, 
enmetbing abnormal, unelsssifiable.” 

Mr. Barges Is welcome thus to brush away the claim to recog- 
Won nf all setters not EnglUb, Irish, or Oofdon, In a atnd 
bat as each year goes by the record of performances of non- 
i*Kript dogs grows larger and longor, and tbe large Mm 

of gentleoMn who admire tbe acoompTlahmsnts of the perfected 
•nimal, be be bine blood or naUve, may not be satUfled with Mr. 

sneera. No one admires Drake or Oladatone more thaa 
I do, and alt I claim lethal when Joe Jr., or any other native, 
performance, tbe reoonitlon sbonid come to him aa 
•winiy and In a measure as fall. What are tbe Llewellln setters 
imt a result of the crossing of different strains of dogs! Are 
w>*T nondeacrlpui!

The eroeslng of tbs Hambialonlen, tbe Abdallab and tbe 


Ethan Allen horses, and other strains, have produced tbe trot¬ 
ting home of tbe day, and recorded time stands at 8 ;10 in private, 
wl& pabllcmoord at 9:19^. Are these kings of the track 
nondescripts! They are eroea-bred. I repeat what 1 said In my 
former letter, that Mr. Morford did not osm an English setter; 
Mr. Bargee seeks the peltry refoge that fit. Morford’s dogs are 
entered (p the natiae English class. Very trae, and because 
managers of bench shows make up fanlty and unwise classes, 
must a stud book “ compiler ” follow! 

There Is no resson that I could ever find In making a native 
Engllsb class except to be open to setters bred here directly from 
Imported parents, and none others; and even this I deem wrong. 
Let Mr. Barges get ootfrom behind such rotten ramparts as this, 
and justify his recorded contradictions If possible, and make 
plain. If be can, why, when be bad In band a trust to fulfill to the 
sportsmen of America, be (ailed therein. 

Tbe mischief la begun. We are worse off to-day than If no 
stud book had been published, for then tbe field would have been 
open (or competent bands.

Poor Olad, not finding tbe gate 
open, “ jumped against a wall and closed an eye.” So sad I 

Canker In the earl Very bad; I hope the repeated concus 
slonsof “ tight shells” did not tend to aggravate the malady. 

Afflicted with “ run-rounds I” Now, I think that Qladstone 
had become so accustomed to Joe Jr. ruit-rounds, three times 
publicly, and times without number privately, that he ought to 
bave grown accustomed to that sort of thing and that core tote 
would not be urged In extenuation of defeat 

Broken Ull! Well, well, that story Is worn threadbare. 
Is be not broken In spirit also! It does appear to me 
that tblsj would be a natural consequence to both dog and 
master. I had nearly forgotten In enumerating tbe misfortunes 
of Qladstone that a short time before tbe race this unfortunate 
scion of a “gamy”(!) family was “chawed up by a bull dog.” 

I do not like to boost, but excuse me for calling your attention 
to tbe (act that In the evening after tbe hunt closed, and after 
Joe Jr. bad been “run off hit /set,” that be mounted and 
“ebawed” an Immense bull dog. “Qamy(!) Qladstone’’ 
seemed content with running Joe Jr. off bis feet, for while the 
fight was progressing, he took refuge under hts master’s horse, 
hla broken(!) tall sadly dangling between his legs. 

The old saying that misfortunes never come singly, was again 
verified in the case of Qladstone and bis master. In addition to 
the dog’s bad luck, the master also waa sorely afflicted. Sick 
child; twenty days In a jury-box; fined thirty dollars for work¬ 
ing his dog two hours, and threaitned with a “peep through Iron 
bars” If the offense was repeated.

He struck It hard at Florence, extracting In tbe 
operatloa $500, and this was tbe third time he bad smitten tbe 
same stone, and made It yield money. Three timee In succession 
has my magician extracted “ goodies ” from this “ bard nut,” 
and the end Is not yet. 

I am offered “ three more nuts to crack.” I cannot, in honor, 
say much (or Gladstone’s etaying qualities (except his tendency 
to etay close to his master’s heels, thereby causing a wasteful ex¬ 
penditure of tight thellt), but It Is simple justice to concede tbe 
etieking qualities of his master. 

I hope that I may be pardoned for adding that In etieking too 
long, Mr, B. finds himself In (be deplorable condition which 
sometimes will happen, vis., “charged In too often and gets 
slur*.”

Ag^n; “ Seeing that this 
etnl Jot Jr. from «A» danger of our horm~t feel and caused him to 
make renewed efforts to go, I uted other sAsQs.” inrablte dietu! 

Mr. Bryson and Gladstone may command my sympathy, but 
be draws over heavily on my cr^nllty and magnanimity when 
he desires me to believe that he fired tight shells twenty times 
or more to eneouragt my dog to becU his; this may do to tell the 
marines, but It Isn’t (or Joseph. The editor of tbe Cbioaoo 
FiBbD was present and saw Mr. Bryson fire the tight shells; he 
also knows that the object was to etimulate poor brokeo-tatled, 
snake-bitten, ebawed-up Gladstone, who had made unmistakable 
signs of lying down for hla afternoon’s siesta.

Now, although there are etlll enough and to spare of the ban¬ 
dog eoi^ who are by their owneri called maatlSe, and may, no 
doubt, lay claim to a fair portion of maatlff blood, they are Im¬ 
pure, andrnffer so from the cruelty of close conBnement that 
they lose even the characteristics of the breed, which a kinder 
and more judicious treatment would develop, both In physical 
proportion and dignity of manner, and which are essential features 
of a mastiff of the present day. 

The mastiff always has been the special guard of man’s person 
and property; and the qualities demanded to llll that position 
of trust are: 8lse, to Impress with fear; the symmetry of well- 
proportioned parts evidencing a combination of strength and 
activity; adlsposltlon watchful and keen, but conOdent In Its 
own strength; dignified and calm, save tbs warning bark, which 
fills every echo within Its reach with Its full tones, so unlike the 
yelping of the noisy cur. 

As he Is now also more used as a companion and personal 
guard than at any time In his his¬ 
tory, his general appearance be¬ 
comes more Important; for 
Dotblng looks worse than a 
poor, shambling, weak-Iolned, 
cow-hocked dog. Therefore he 
must have slie to give him a 

commanding appearance; a ._ 

well-knit, compact frame,whlch 
gives symmetry; and the per¬ 
fect condition shown In the 
firm flesh, clean and bright 
coat; while the superior feeding, 
grooming, and general care b^ 
atowed upon him now adds 
greatly to his beauty; and all 
combined make him the useful 
guard and ornament he la. 

The htad Is, In the mastiff, 
even more than In most other 
dogs, a most prominent fea¬ 
ture ; and a dog with a bad bead 
Is at once condemned. The 
bead Is decidedly large, even 
in proportion to the Immense 
carcass, although It does not 
now present the great contrast 
to the body to be seen In old 
prints, mc^ern breeders having 
Improved the dog In body from 
a gaunt and wolMIke to a 
square-built, massive animal. 

The bead should be broad 
across the skull; the brow 
should be flat and not abrupt; 
the eyebrows rather prominent; 
the muzzle should be a medium 
length, cut off square, rather 
than deep; the lips should be 
full, but not so hanging as In 
the bloodbound; and the teeth, 
which should be white and 
strong, ought to meet as level 
as poeslble. Many good speci¬ 
mens are slightly undershot, 
which Is, however, a decided 
blemish. Whilst on this point 
we may refer to some remarks 
once made by the Rev. O. F. 

Hodson, after be had judged 
this breed at the Alexandra 
Palace. On that occasion, Mr. 

Hodson, who bad most properly 
turned out of the ring all the 
cow-hocked and undershot spec¬ 
imens, remarked that be was 
convinced good mastiffs were 
to be bad without these defects, 
and be was determined not to 
be a party to the awarding of 
prizes to dogs so malformed. 

Subsequent events have proved 
the soandnessof bis decision. 

The rye should be a medium 
size; It Is generally a light- 
brown or hazel. A deeply sunk¬ 
en eye Is objectionable, as It 
gives a sullen look; and If the 
haw is shown. It creates a sus¬ 
picion of bloodhound cross. 

The tart should be small, 
smooth, thin, and pendent; and 
If black, as the mask should 
also be. It adds to the dog’s 
beauty. 

The neek should be strong, 
muscular, and of fair length, 
and having no dewlap on the 
throat. 

The chetl, back arid loin .—The 
chest should be deep and mod¬ 
erately wide, but not so much 
solu proportion as his congener 
the bulldog, or It la apt to 
throw the elbows out. The 
back should be very strong, 
broad, and with strung muscles 
running along each side of the 
spine—those should be espe¬ 
cially so connecting the back 
ribe with the hind quarters. The loin Is thereby broadened and 
strengthened; and this most desirable point Is also gained by hav¬ 
ing the liha well set back. Some strains show a tendency to a 
tucked-up Bank, which la one of the worst faults a mastiff can 
possess. Both chest and loins should measure well, the latter 
not quite a third less than the former, and about equal to the 
dog's height at shoulder. 

l*gt and feet —Strong and straight legs are an absolute neces¬ 
sity, and It Is a point In which many excellent dogs fall. The 
fore-legs are not so often crooked as the hind-legs; but many 
good puppies give way at the ankle and have to bo destroyed. 
Therefore the greatest care has to betaken In rearing this breed; 
and DO mastiff should ever be chained If It Is desired to exhibit 
him. Cow-hocks are also common, and a great eyesore, and this 
state is almost always accompanied with more or lest wasting of 
the muscles of the hams, which gives a tbln, almost wedge-llke 
appearance to the hind-quarters. Some judges, wo believe sev¬ 
eral members of the Mastiff Club Included, consider dew-claws 
no disqualification; they are, however, most unsightly appenda¬ 
ges, wbleb aboold not be encouraged.

*' The following Is what I consider a masUff ought to be, and 
what I should endeavor to breed for: The bead should be large 
and massive, skull perfecUy flat aud very wide across, the foi^ 
bead well wrinkled, with a depression up the center, a good stop,

Impress upon breeder, 
tbe advisability of not neglecting this color too much, and alloe 
log It to die out, feeling sun that, sooner or later, it will be well 
to have recourse to It to cross with fawn. In order to preserve 

the black muzzle so much ad¬ 
mired, and without which, I fan¬ 
cy, the fawn will lose much of 
Its attraction. 

“ It may be token at a fact, 
that the female. In breeding 
whether it be In tbe case of 
horses, catUe, or dogs. Is quite 
as Important an element as the 
male, and If It be wished to Im¬ 
prove, or even to keep up with¬ 
out deterlontlon any bned. It 
will be necessary to pay quite 
as much If not even more stteu- 
Uon to tbe quality of tbe dam as 
to that of tbe aln. This teems to 
me to be a fact too much over¬ 
looked by tbe committees of 
tbe various shows which are 
ostensibly held with a view to 
Improve ths various breeds of 
do^. Tet It Is but seldom that 
aepante classes an provided 
for bitches; and exhibitors 
knowing full well that these 
have a poor chance of winning 
when In competition with dogs. 
It Is but seldom nally good spec¬ 
imens an to be eeen. Many 
seem to be under the Impres¬ 
sion that In order to become 
successful mastiff breeeers all 
they have to do Is to obtain a 
bitch of some sort—goqd, bad, 
orlndlffennt; but if the sire be 
a prize winner, so much tbe 
better. They then look through 
tbe prize list to discover the dog 
that has won the greatest num¬ 
ber of prizes; and In due course, 
without ever considering wheth¬ 
er they are likely to suit one 
another or not, send their bitch 
to this dog, and then anxiously 
await the arrival of future 
champions. Such a plan, I 
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apart; tbe muzzle short and vary broad, with a square, blunt 
finish; lips loose, and a certain amount of flews but not to the 
same extant as In the bloodhound; tbe teeth level; earn .small, 
set on high, and carried close to tbe head; neck muscular, free 
from throatlneaa; chest deep, good shoulder*, body rather long 
with large girth, well-rouDded ribs, wide, strong loins, broad 
tbigbs showing plenty of muscle, fore legs perfectly straight 
with Immense bone; feet round and close; tall tapering, not too 
long, and carried low.

The alacrity 
and enthusiasm which the Eastern srortsmen have displayed In 
the formation of the Eastern Field Trials Club, a sectional 
association, and bringing to a successful conclusion their first 
field trials, should be an Incentive to the sustainment by all 
sportsmen, of these grand events of field sports. The National 
American Kennel Club Is not sectional, but national, and should 
he snpported by sportsmen everywhere. Let all Interested In 
this laudable work lend a helping hand.

Raymond, President of the National American Kennel Club, 
that he has appointed Mr. Charles DeRonge, Secretary of the 
club. The Field Trial Derby stake of 1880 Is now open for set 
ter or pointer i.upples whelped on or before April 1, 1879.

Last November, lha lOih, a number of ova ware t»cn and 165 fish 
have Irern hatched toom them. There are also upon the traya of the 
hatchery thirty iboosand sgga which arrived on the 19th of January,from 
Grand lake stream,^ of IVnfeaaor Baird lo the atap aaf Michigan 
and Indiana—twenty tbunaand tor tta tn conalderaUon uf onr hatching 
tea ihonaand for ptrllo# In rha lattar state. 

It la Important to theftiiura fish internal of Michigan that a saltahla 
lake be selected and tboron^ly protacind by taw against all flahlng 
where the prrao I stock on hand can t>a planted, reared, and kept as 
apawnnrs. We have such lakea. and It la a burning ahama and d1agra< e 
to our aUle that no legal pmtactlon could ba aecured to tboaa In Log 
lake, Kalkaaka counlvs and they ba preterved from tha apaar aud nat 
lo give hack to ua a Inonaaudfold of ihotr otoiprlog, wfih which to 
extend the area of thair domains.

But 1 have indubitable evidence that large numberaof small while- 
fish were netted In Paw-Paw L*ke, Berriuo county, last Hprlng. and 
qntte a number of catches of Indlvlinal flab lo various Ukcn of the 
Slate. But U la to ihu great lakea and rivers, the natural home of this 
flab, that wu are to look fur proof* of the wisdom aud pracllcablllty of

lits well known among flsh dualera that tb**re exists a marked dHTur- 
ence In the atmetnre or form and flesh of (he flsh caught In dKTeruni 
localities. This Is ao clear aud distinctive, they are able to select from 
a promiscuous pile, bought at dilToreot lakes, the flsh belonging to 
each. This dlaslmllarity Is ao apparent that a more novice lo Ichthy¬ 
ology can distinguish it when attuutioii Is called to It. 

iror Instance: The white fish of Lake Erie and Detroit rivet tire re¬ 
markably thick and wide, with large flus and acalee, rather coatee 
mealed, with anrold riee from the neck or atlas Joint to tbedor al fln. 
with an excoas or adipose or fatty tissue. On the other hand, the same 
flab caught lu Lake Michigan ie aymmetrlcal In torm with small scale*, 
flush fine gr line I, and bill nttle adipose matter ^la varlsnce, doubt¬ 
less, arises from the Crustacea upon which they toed, and lamperatiire 
of water, Lako Erie being ooty w feet deep, and fed with water which 
reaches a bluh temperature la (he rivers before being emptied Into It. 
While Lake Mlchtgin has ■ depth nffluo toet,wlth tb** cold streams of lbs 
North pouring their crystal floods oncMalogly Into lu rocky basin 
When al Pefaskey Iasi Drcrmber, looklut up white- ah eggs, Mr. Mc¬ 
Cormick, a large flsh dealer In Erie and Ml^lgau lake fish, said.

Krom what U 
paid of thorn they will be adapted to a large number of our Inland lakea 
nnd tttreama, aa they require for their rapid growth water of high tqm- 
m'ralure, aud of auffleient depth only lu prevent fTeexIng t» the bottom. 
They are aimply a food flah without any cbaracterlatica which would 
roenmmoDd them to the aporlamen aave their edible qualltloa, w hich 
Ari' paid lu be next to the Kuropean trout. 

I’rof. Baird aaya In hla report: **I fully bellevo t at wlihin ten year* 
lhl« tlab wld become widely known ihroughonl Che conuiry, and ea- 
teemed accordlnglv. 

They are exceedingly prolific, a female of two poiiuda weight olten 
vitdding 800.000 ova. Let ua cberiab the hope that thU aecond inatall- 
'muut uT emlgraiita will prove more coemoiKtllian than the Gorman 
white-flah which were plained In Ottogo Lake mime yeara alnce, that 
never have aeen fit to apply lor their naturallxalloo papera. 

The tlroeof the Cominlaeloucra haabMii given wlihoot any coropeo- 
MAlloD except thepleianre and aatlefactlou of having ttadled and cared 
fur ihi* InUtroHl' ofthe i>eople of the atate at large. That mlatakva have 
meurrud In their uuw and untried llelda of work la not aurprlaing. fur 
flpb-cuUure la yet In Ita lufaucy, and the way too olten la over fielda ol 
niveaiigatlon and expeiimcot Involving much bard labor and perloda of 
lime. 

But U will aucccod In the end. and ailenre and aatoolab every ol>- 
Juctur. It may take yeara, aa It baa In Europe and Aala, to learn how 
lo ad pi thecuuditlona of water lo the growth of each apeclea, ao a>* to 
procure the l>«‘at r^aulta, but time and peraevt-reuco will override all ub-

Wo recommend that the following danse be sirlrkcn out of socilon 
one of (bat bill, vix: **Anduo person, corpuratioit, or company shall 
ship or c irry out of this state by means whatever, any of the game pro¬ 
tected by this act.** Aud put Into a separute bill, aud with this claus,- 
sirickeu we recommend that bill as preseutiug (he ameudments as pro- • 
posed to the existing laws. We uo not claim that the law as then 
amended would tve a perfect law. Wedo not luslsi that ihe amendmenis 
proposed are free from criticism. We do not clal u we have coven>d all 
the subjects we might cover,but we respectfully submit ihsi (he amend¬ 
ments are such as ought lu be oiado and are all we should undertake to 
have carried ihrungh the legislature on ihe subject refeired to us at one 
sesslun of ibe same, lu a single bill, leaving other points for separate 
bill.

The great necessity of more •trlngisut 
and effective game law^ Is apparent lo every sportsman that has xlven 
the matter any considcrallon. 

The wantoQ and wholesale destmetloo of unr game that has been 
done and It still being carried on by local and market banters, lu the 
last few years calls for an Immediate nprlsiog of every true sportsman 
In the elate.

We should bs liberal lo our views. rememl>erlDg at all limes the 
greatest good U) (ho greatest number, whlcn Is tbe trae motto of all 
republican funns of government. 

< di) Dot propose to discuss the advanlage or the disadvantage of wor¬ 
rying deer with or without dogs, as to which Is the groalAl source of 
mortality. This matter was very fully veutilatcd by Prof. H. B. Hooey, 
of Kast 8agiuaw,wbo a( the last serslou of ihls association at Laoslug, by 
taU veiy able address demonstrated bevond a doubt with evldeuce who 
are tlio rt'al luiiise of the wanton destniclluD before mentioned. There 
can Im no Inogor any qiursilun about this matter, and I think I 
will be narriipted In saying that (be few scores of deer Uken by tbe 
true sportsmen lu the open season, for food pn poses, would amouut 
to almost uolhi'ig when compared with the hundreds taken to supply 
lumber camps and for their hides ouly. J3uth the aliove combtoea are 
but a fraction, when figures show thnlS-lU of the deer taken In our state 
go ’■ to supply foreign demand. 

Judging fro n the p^l mortality, and like eoDtiuuation of the same 
for a few years lunger, we would be obliged lo cross tbe straits for a few 
d-iys uf recreation and sport. There pr »bably never wss a more reckless 
de^lrucllon uf game In auy cWlllxcd country ibuu has lieen carried on 
In our Slate the last five years. It would *-boc.lc a harbarlau. There 
seeini to he a largi; number uf worthless aud desperate men who openly 
advocate th .t they kill gmne In aud out of seastm In open viulallou of 
tbe law. 

And saap ihclr fingers at any person who dare ever remonsiratc with 
them. 

I ask you, gentlemen of this assocla ton. If wo arc going to allow a 
roiKlimatlon of this unholy warfare of our game? 

I cun only speak for mysidf—never! IT in my power lo prevent, and 1 
believe I speak the cuDvictluu of every true sportsman. 

Why. gentlemen, let ns drop off at the several shipping points north 
of Usy City, and make an cxsinlnatluo ss to the destination of tbe veni¬ 
son found for sbipmeui.

Keduee the market value; Hhorteo the time ' 
of the tipen e>isoo. are (wo ol ftae most Important amendments. 

How shall we rediiee the market valuer either by prohibiting ship¬ 
ping «»ul of Ihe stale as a pro ective food measure, or restrain the klfl- 
iogorgame for no other purpose than home r.ousnropllou? 

There has been, and there still may be, a quesllon as to constliuilon- 
allty of prt'veming the shipping of game out of the state other than as 
a protective to >d measure. 1 think It Is p oper snd right Ui baae uur 
fuiUM oioendmcDls for pioUM'iiou upon the fotsd measure ba-ia. Whuu 
placed liefure our legislators upon all Its bearings we shall have to give 
the maiterbui little attention to secure its passage.

I wish to present, in support of preventing Ibe exportation of game 
as stnctly a food measure, a [Nirtlou of Ihc decision of Chief Justice 
Church, ofthe Court of Appeals of New York, In the appealed case of 
Phelps vs. llacy. 

The octlou was brought for selling of game out of season. 1 will give 
that portion nerlatnlng to Ihe powers orslale legislatures. 

Theoldt.*cttou of the want of power lu tbe legislature to pass the act U 
not (enable. 

The legislature may pass many laws, the effect of which may bo lo 
Impair, or even destroy, Ibe right of proparly. 

i’rlvateinteroslmusi yield lo pir)lft‘advantage; all leglsUtWc pow¬ 
ers, nut restrained hy expressed or Implied provisions, may be exer¬ 
cised. 

The nrotectloii and pruaurvatiuD of game ha<* been sue irod by law to 
all clvulxi'd ccHiiilries, aud may Im) Justified ou many grounds, aud one 
uf which for food purposes. 

Let us look at the game law of Malm* fur a moment. Th y prohibit 
the killing of game fur the purpose of exportation, as well a* for food 
puriHise- only. 

No person sbalt kill ur expo«e for sale, or have lo 
his iMmscssion sAjt the same has boon killed, auy woo Icock or ruffed 
grouse, commonly called partridge, except during the times and for the 
purposes hereinafter mentlousd, namely; Anv person may, fur the 
purpose uf cousumptlon as food, wlibln this state, lawfullv kill, expose 
for sale, or have lu ptNMesslon any woodem k or any riil^ grouse, be 
tween the first day of Senteraber in any year, and (be fiml dav uf De 
cemiHT following, ludli days inclusive.

Mr, HIgby i pdper wu received with mdrked approvdl. Preel- 
deal Holmes celled Mr. Hlgbj to the chilr, sad moved to smead 
Sec. 6 of the proposed Ksme Isw by lasertlnK the words “ kinds 
or spedes of,” so thst It shall read, “ No pereon shsll sell or ex¬ 
pose for sole, or bsve Id possession for the purpose of selllDg or 
exposlag for sole, say of tbe tfnde or ipeelM(^ birds or animals 
protected by this set sfler tbe expiration of flfteoa days next sac- 
ceedlag the times limited sod prescribed for the kllllDK of any 
such birds or solmsls,” etc. 

Tbe smendment wss sdopled. 

Mr. D. R. Brown, from the Esst Saginaw Game Protection 
Club, was admitted as a delegate, having been appointed os a 
substitute for Mr. T. B. Spencer, the elected delegate. 

The eecreUry then read a paper by Dr. Q. A. Stockwell, of 
Port Huron, relative to the death of Dr. Thomas M. Brewer, the 
able omlthologlBt. Dr. Brewer was universally respected abroad 
and at home as s careful, conscientious, upright gentlemsn and 
scientist. Until within a few weeks hs bad enjoyed excellent 
health, tbongb he bad slight attacks at long Intervals of a local 
malady, up to within a few weeks considered no way alarm- 
Ing, but Bnslly cnlmlnsted In complications that led to a fsUI 
termlnstioD. He died at bis residence on Bescon street, Boston, 
Friday evening, Jsnnary aS, 1880. 

The chairman of tbe pnbllshing committee then reported, after 
which Judge Holmes Introduced to the aaaoclatlon Hon. T. W. 
Palmer of Detroit, and RepreaenUtlve Cotterell of Wayne county! 
two of the s’auDchest friends of tbe aaaoclstlon lo the legislature 
of 1S79. The dlstloffulshed gueeta of the aseocietloo were re- 
celved with hearty applause. Senator Palmer and RepreaenUtlve 
Cotterell each responded to their kindly reception, with a few 
remark* of encouragement to the association In the work of gams 
and fish protection In which they are engaged. Senator Palmer 
referred to the practice of shooting pigeons from a trap ss In his 
opinion a cruel practice, and hopwl the sssoclsU .n would, as a 
body, discountenance It and peas a resolution to that effect 

Mr. Colburn showed that tbe association had never recognised 
the question of shooting pigeons from a trap In lU dellberatlona; 
that tbe association had higher and nobler hualneaa lo hand than 
the agtUtloD of a question which wonld only serve to bring dis¬ 
cord Into the convention and cripple It* effectiveness for good, 
the opinions held by its members upon this subject being widely 
different, and close 1 by quoting from Mr. Mather’s article hla 
sterling compliment to this association, In which be pronounces 
It one of only three clubs In tbe United Sutea whose meetings are 
for protection of game. Instead of pigeon slaughUr and shooting 
for prises. 

Judge Holmes sUted that ss the opinions of the members were 
so radicsily divided upon tbe subject the aglUtlon of the per¬ 
plexing question In this convention would only result In confu¬ 
sion and discord. Of one thing be was ceruin, that the members 
of the Bssoclatlnn were so heartily enlisted In this humane and 
linporUnt cause, that they would never allow s pigeon shooting 
touruament to be Introduced In connectioo with tbe annual 
meeting of this association, and he believed that In not more 
than five years, the majority of those present would concur In 
Senator Palmer’s opinion. 

The Judge’s remarks were received with ringing applause. 

The question of an annual eDcam;.ment of this association, as 
referred to In the preeiJent's opening address, was then taken np 
for discussion. The remarks elicited from the members showed that 
the plan met with great favor from the association as a profitable 
and delightful way of spending i few weeks of tbe game season 
In bunting, fishing, the stndy of natnral history sod tbe native 
flora of our forests, In social intercourse and the comparison of 
ideas, and tbe excitement of the chase. 


After the treasurer’s report the meeting adjourned until the

Judge Holmes believed no better use could be made of the 
money than that comprehended In tbe resolution, and believed 
that in securing the co-operation of residents In tbe game dis¬ 
tricts, we would secure a most valuable aid In accomplishing tbe 
desired objects; lo substance, that the motto of the association 
should be, “ With malice toward none, with charity for all." 

Mr, Clark and Mr. McLean both coiDclde<l and believed the 
committee sbonld approach tbe resldenta of the uorthern sec¬ 
tions not with threats of prosecution or harsh words, but with an 
aim to secure their good will and aid In the prosecution of foreign 
tramps and market buntere. Judge Holmes believed that moral 
suasion was the only true course to be pursued with reference 
to actual residents, but for the unscrnpuloua professional and 
hide buntere and bummers from other states, paying no taxes, 
who came here to kill off our game for gain and profit, who take 
nothing with them Into tbe woods beta few pounds of pork and a 
few " traps” In a bag, who apend no money, but kill a sportsman’s 
dog when they eee one, and who Incite the settlers to feelings of 
animosity toward the sportsmen of the sUte, be believed In legal 
suasion of the atilTest kind, well laid out. Adopted. 

The thanks of tbe association were voted tbe Bay City TVI- 
bune and to tbe Bay City Common Council for tbe use ol their 
rooms. It waa voted to hold the next anoual meeting on the 
fourih Tueeday In January (2S) 1881, at the city of Lanalng, 
after which tbe convenUon proceeded to the election of olBoers 
for the ensuing year. 

E. H. Qlllman and S. A. McLean were appointed tellers. 

On tbe vote for president twsnty-two votes were cast of which 
Dr. E. 8. Holmes received twenty one and W. C. Colburn one. 

For secretary—Twenty-four votes were cast, of which U. B. 
Roney received twenty-three. 

For treaanrer—Twenty votes were cast, of which N. A. Osgood 
received twenty. 

For director, for four years—Twenty-fire votes were cast, of 
which twenty-two were for D. H. Flubngh, Jr., and three were 
scattering. These gentlemen were declared unanimously elected. 

Judge Holmes, W. C. Cotburn, and D. H. FlUbugb escorted 
the newly elected president to bis chair amid nproorious applause, 
after which President Holmes resd tbs following;

Tbe Judge commenced by relating aome amuelng Inci¬ 
dents at the expense of President Holmes, D. H. Fltibugh, and 
others, which were received with laughter. He explained a( 
length tbe objects of the aaaoclaUon, and tbe cause which exists 
for the efficient work It la doing; be epoke lo the severest 
terms of the culpable practice of killing for '‘count," sod for 
hides and wasteful slaughter. He showed that while yeara ago 
the term “ sportemen” was one of reproach, now tbe eporte- 
men’s asaoclatlon numbers among Ite members, men of wealth 
and tuAueuce, of high position, culture and reAuement. while 
the aportsmen’s papers were of the highest character and num¬ 
bered among their editors and contributors, aome of the emlueot 
aud able writers In the country. The Judge’s remarks alao cou- 
telned reference to tbe Immense exportation of game as a traffic 
which ought to be Immediately stopped and was an admirable epit¬ 
ome of tbe aaeociatlon’s alma and objects. Tbe fourth toaat “Tbe 
State of Michigan," was responded to by Senator T. W. Palmer. 
After a genial and witty Introduction, Mr. Palmer replied to the 
toast as followa:

the Peonaylvanla Railroad depot, left New York (or Chicago. 

We had been disappointed more than once by Wm. 0., bat 
mast confess that we were somewhat surprised after Als solHmlM- 
oiu comupondtHa to And him unable to go with us fortkjww 
itayi. “ Aina Storm,” one of Billy's “ Intimates,” declares It 
was all “ bosh.” Furthermore he advised us not to delay our 
departure, but to go at once, and let Billy follow. Now, “Aina 
Storm,” as may readily be Imagined from bis surname, la con¬ 
sidered Infallible in questions pertaining to the weather, to 
inuch so that the ” habitues” of E. Thomas', Jr., Invariably con¬ 
sult him previous to their shooting trips. Well do we remember 
the poor success and sorry plight of a party that ventured out 
against his express advice, and were ranqulshnl by an equi¬ 
noctial storm. Therefore, baring eaten our Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner, we found ourselves on the Illloois Central Express bound for 
Watson, ElBogbtm county, Illinois, and the bospltible resort 
presided over by Ocneral La Rue. Blllv had asseverated again 
and again that be would Join us without fall In four or flve days. 

About an hour before daylight we arrived at Walson, the 
thermometer below zero, and two or three Inches of snow on the 
ground—a good commencement truly—In a strange place. Taking 
a ntrsory review of the surroundings, we espied smoke Issuing 
out of a chimney half s mile away In the village. So trnstiog 
to the honesty of passers-by, or rather the unlikelihood of them, 
at that time in the morning, we left our lra|is Iving on the plat¬ 
form at the railway station, and started for the smoke. 

We were not doomed to disappointment: an early riser (or 
obedient husband) In that enterprising town was astir, and 
answering our summons directed us to the tieoeral's. We soon 
routed him out, and speedily had a good Are to sit by. Now, 
the Qeneral swears by Billy, so our letter of introduction Axed 
us ail right. After breakfast we asked him If It was not rather 
cold for his section of the country. He replied In the alllrmstlve: 
said the snow would not last more than a day or two, and that 
the shooting was good. We rested, and bided our time, out 
coring much to hunt alone. Then the weather looking some¬ 
what more favorable, tried an afternoon's shooting. It was too 
cold, however. The birds had not moved much, and we gave It 
up for a bad job. The thermometer kept falling fur the next 
few days. General La Rue said he had never seen such weather, 
and kept wondering why Billy did not come. Tired of this Irk¬ 
some way of living, we started out Iti quest of spurt the Arst In¬ 
dication of suitable weather. 

For the next few days we killed from a dozen-and-a-half to 
two dozen birds dally; going out late in tlie morning and com¬ 
ing In early in the afternoon. Still no Billy His letters com¬ 
plained of colds, ioAuenxas, ami other little ills, that serve so 
well (or excuses, ending with ” Expect to leave in a day or two,” 
and “ How are the birds!'' 

Things were becoming declde<lly monotonous. Q ilte a snow 
storm set In to complete our dtscomAture, and the weather be¬ 
come cold enough to hntit in an overcoat. Something must be 
done. That night we piled wood iuto the sheet-iron stove in the 
sitting-room till things were red hot; told the General we were 
from the south, and required a warm temperature, and when he 
remonstrated and asked how we could stand cold sponge baths 
every morning, replied that if we did not take them we would 
not dare to go out all day In such a climate. The next day be 
bad a Dutchman sawing word. 

We now tried hunting In rubber boots; hut It has always been 
disagreeable work to our mind, hunting In three or four Inches 
of snow, giving the dogs a poor chance to work, which is the 
chief delight of a sportsman's heart. 

Now, be It known that Watson boists no butcher shop, and 
the pork and chicken business was b ‘coming quite tiresome. 8o 
we Informed our host that our family physician had advised us 
not to stint ourselves In the matter of roast-beef and rare beef¬ 
steaks; and that If they were not (ortheomlog we would have to 
take an early departure, lie said be had a y(!arllng heifer that 
he could kill but he would hate mightily to do It. He had calcu¬ 
lated to raise that heifer, etc., etc., and EAliigbam was seven 
miles off, and too far to go for beef. The next morning, as we 
were starting out we spied the General carrying an armful of 
wood and sang out to him, ‘‘Have us a beef-steak (or 
supper to-night or we'll leave In the mondng.” And sure 
enough, that evening when wo returned wo felt like the 
I rodlgal son, for there, suspended from the rafter, hung the 
fatted calf, the General busllr engaged In taking the hide off. 
We really felt sorry, but the reAectlon that the poor animal was 
free from pain, and would suffer no more. In the very much ven¬ 
tilated bam. Indigenous to the country, from cold and exposure, 
comforted us. 

From this time till our departure there was no dearth of fresh 
meat, both to our own and the gratiAcatlon of D ish and Belle. 

Time dragged slowly on and still no Billy, and we concluded 
to pull up sukes. Never shslf we forget the perplexed expres¬ 
sion on the General's face when we asked for our hill 

“ Well,” said he. ” I had calculated to charge you atiout Ave 
dollars a week, but Billy didn't come and I had to kill (with a 
tear coursing down his cheek) that heifer; besides, you’ve burned 
a power of wood, and I think I uAgbt to have a dollar a day.” 
8o we paid him at that rate (or twenty-one days, and left him to 
ruminate for the rest of the Winter over the groat folly be had 
committed when years before he had sold his land In Ohio and 
moved farther West, Vcunm Iht i/nvtrHmrHt dH twl run Uu loitkmol 
road ntartr to him.

The Spnrl of Maine. 

Lewiston, Me. 

Editor Chicago Field: —July 1st, the opening of the season 
for black bass was hailed with delight by a giMidty number of 
piscatorlallsts, and daylight is hardly oliservahte ere every boat 
on Cobbossecontee Lake has lu full quoU of enthusiastic and 
KxpecUnt professors of the gentle art. Some equlp|H'd with split 
bamboo rods. Abbey reel, and a full assortment of Ales, others 
with rods. Ales and minnows, and from these down to the native 
witbhis twenty-foot sapling,weighing ten pounds, and a mustard 
box full of the much-abased angling worms. 

Even tbe small boy may be observed along the shore, as the boats 
leave thslandlngs,throwing bis “bull-frog” far out among the llly- 
1 >adt with his native rod, cut on the spot, and splashing the water 
for rods around with the velocity of his cast, as his poor frog 
Aattens and wilts under the force of lU contact with Its native 
element Others are baltetl with pieces of halibut as large as 
your foot, while still others are using pieces of suckers, chubs, 
etc., and are happy, expecUnt and s ire they have the Inside 
track, and If luck hat favors them to-day, sure to '* wipe the eye" 
of that other fellow with tbe gaudy, scarlet Ay and green eye¬ 
glasses. 

Your bumble servant, humble Indeed, altbongh persevering to 
the bitter end, nslng all the Inducement a year's suliecriptlon to 
the Chioaoo Ftiijr had placed at his dlt|>otal, was perforce to 
return home empty banded, none of the Anny tribe haring 
deigned to notice his herculean rfforte for their especial lieneAt, 
while bit throe companions were doubly blessed with twenty- 
two goodly base, such It the perversity of this Inoomprabentlble 
■ah CmM jMt I shall try and ollnrs them with two years' tuh* 
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tcrlpUon to the CBtcaoo Fibld, and see If they can withstand 
tbe double dote). 

July 4 tbe Kennebec Association for the Protection of Game 
and Fish, held their ‘‘annual piscatorial fete” at this lake which 
was largely attended and plscatorlally honored, as the noble bass 
was In bis gentlest mood, and bonur^ every bait thrown for bit 
edldcatloD. with bis politest bow and slrongest bite. Thus all 
returned laden with chowder, and supremely happy. Throughout 
July, bass and perch Ashing proved very good. August Arst per¬ 
mitted us so wander In quest of Bartramlan sandpiper, to we 
Uke down the guns that have been laid on the shelf since the 
precedlog December, and after Ailing our pocketa with shells, 
start (or the plains (which In Maine la a number of acres of undu¬ 
lating land) where tbe second growth of clover shields tbe volup¬ 
tuous 'hopper and covert tbe sandpiper from tbe world's cold 
gazs. 

Did yon ever attempt to shoot a sandpiper! One that had been 
under Are some hundred times, more or lees, as Is tbe case, here 
after the Arst few days lu August! Well, I can positively assert, 
they can calculate distance to a nicety, and If you get within' 
rods of such a bird, rest assured It's un accident However,we en¬ 
joy tbe fun and probably return home as supremely happy with 
our half dozen birds as our Western compatriot with his twenty 
brace of quails, and thirty or forty chickens, (or have we not had 
the same tramp, done as much territory, Ared as many ahote, and 
drank as deeply of nature, and returned as tired, but happy I One 
of our drawbacks to sandpiper shooting Is, we have no occasion 
(or our doga, unless as retrievers. 

Two gentlemen from Rhode Island (who have undoubtedly done 
the West) came down here the latter part of August to try the 
Bartramlaa sandpiper. After one day's shooting, which resulted 
In a bag of thirteen, (or three guns, they pa^ed up and re¬ 
turned home disgusted with Maine, and sandpiper shooting In 
particular. A letter before me from a friend who accompanied 
them, says: “They expected to And them sufficiently plenty to 
scrape up with a hoe.” 

September, the opening of our bunting season In general, 
opened remarkably warm, and but few availed themselves of the 
privilege, and those few returned with light hags, worn-out dogs, 
and tired, perspiring sportsmen. After tbe Arst few days until 
the twentieth, tbe weather was cold, misty, and a good part 
of tbe time stormy, and not until October 1, did we have the atlU, 
cool, bracing weather that adds to the stature of tbe true sports¬ 
man. The frosts were not heavy enough to kill the weeds and 
give color to the ripening leaves for some time after this date. 
With a few exceptions I did not invade our “great northern 
wilds!" until the middle of>October, too early by two or three 
weeks for all of our game excepting woodcocks, and this specie 
of our game has been scarce Indeed this season. Those who here¬ 
tofore have been accustomed to summer shooting,—and they are 
legions here—Insist that woodcocks breed extensively among the 
bills of this and Oxford county, and that as soon as done molt- 
Ing, which Is about the Arst of September, they commence work¬ 
ing toward the sea-coast, and about all the birds we get after 
this date are the migratory birds which may drop In and remain 
here sometime, or not visit us at all (as was the case we presume 
this year) 

At the Arst of August it Is claimed a bag of from six to thirty Is 
not unuiUAl,wbile the very best bag I can learn of since September 
1 CO talued but nine, bagged by a party familiar with every cover 
within a radius of twenty miles, and who Is not only a crack 
shot, but owns one of the best dogs in the state; from nine we 
are reduced to six, shot by tbe same party, since which I have 
known of but one, two and sometimes three being picked up 
with a grouse or two as tbe days work for one or two with dogs 
(deuced discouraging (or the dogs). Grouse, likewise, are becom¬ 
ing remarkably scarce, owing, I And In a great measure, to the 
depredations of the partridge Ay- 1 have noticed but a very few 
young birds In the markets, and out of some dozeu or Afteen 
killed by myself but two were young birds, the balance being 
old cocks; and this Is about the average of what others have 1 
found the gniuse shooting this season In Maine. 

I have devoted the better part of two mo iths to the pursuit of 
An and feather since the opening of the season; Arst after wood- 
cocks and grouse, and Anally (or ducks and snipes. Snipe shoot- , 
lug, owing to high water, has also been exceptionally poor; this 
bird we only And while In Its migrations south, where it drops onto ' 
our bogs for a rest and a lunch, staying lu greater or less num- I 
tiers, which depeudsnixm the height of the water, until the cold 
weather drives them to more salubrious climes. ! 

Duck shooting has proveil fair; a pair of mallards (very rare ' 
here) were bagged on one of our ponds where wild rice was 
soaed a year ago.

Editor Cbicaoo Field .—I have been making some efforts 
of late to seenre a few dozen quails wherewith to stock mv 
shooting preserve, and by accident learned eometblng very Inter¬ 
esting regarding the breeding of quails In conAnement, or rather 
domestlcaUng them. A little boy, the son of a farmer some six 
miles west of town, found a quail's nest last season, brought the 
eggs home and placed them under a bantam hen. The whole lot 
hatched, but only Ave were reared, as tbe old cat had, doubtless 
long been accustomed to quail diet, and considered them bers by 
right. After tbe cat was killed tbe Ave quails grew rapidly and 
were exceedingly tame; they run with the bantams, come with 
them to tbe house (or their food, and at night seek the roost with 
them. I have sncceeded In buying the lot with the bantam that 
reared them, and will bring them home this spring. It Is not 
dlfficnlt to And the nest of tbe quail and I am going to try the 
experiment the coming Spring. 4 
Dnrlog tbe warm weather of a few days ago a few snipes and 
ducks pat In an appearance. Geese have bMn here all winter. 
Prairie chickens seem more abundant than usual. Wool-growers 
have been greatly annoyed by wolves, both In the region near the 
lake(Mlcbtgan) and near tbe Kankakee river, several bunts have 
been organized, but have been failures on account of Inexperience 
both of dogs and men. I greatly desire to own an Irish wolf¬ 
hound and could clearly prove his ability to rid us of this plague 
of wolves. The warm, open winter has been of great beneffi In 
the protection of game- Deer are becoming quite numerous In 
the swamps, and our next Legislature will doubtless enact a law 
protecting them for Ave years. 

The real shooting every Spring and Fail Is at Jack-snipes or 
more properly the Wilson snipe. I believe I can direct any ardent 
lover of snipe shooting to grounds where he can have his All; In 
(act, one can hardly go amiss on any of the Kankakee marshes or 
Its tribu'arles. \V. h.

The boys have been agitating the gun-club question to a con¬ 
siderable extent, and no doubt there will he one organized In the 
early Spring. Not only are they talking of a gun cluh, but also 
of organizing an association for tbe protection of the game law 
as it is paid no attention to In this county (Delaware) no more 
than If there were no such law, and by those, too, 1 am sorry to 
say,who profess to be sportsmen (of course there are exceptions), 
and who will not “ let up” until the game Is exterminated, or 
the law “ snatches them bald-headed,” which will certainly he 
the case If there is ever an organizitlon to enforce It. I cannot 
recall one instance of any one being required to pay a Ane (or 
violating the game law In this county, although there la not a 
year passes but that It Is repeatedly done. I think if these 
Bpurtsmeo(!) could be Induced to subscribe for some good 
sp irtsinan’a paper.suchas tbe ever-welcome Chicago Field, there 
would be le^s bunting done out of sea-HOn, and a great many 
more true sportsmen throughout the land.
